S$. (UV) In 1953, Docter Vasilev claimed to have conducted successful 
long-distance telepathic experiments between Leningrad and Scvasctspol,

(UF) racto transmictcr. As a result, Doctor Vasilev was convinced 
that his expericents, and those he conducted joincly with the 
Moscow-based Sckhterev Brain Institute, offered scientific proof 


of telepathic communications. His next goal was to identify 
the nature of brain energy that produces it (59).
